Two of 
the fourteer: jurors refused to sign. 
Ottawa, Nov. 1—The coroner’s jury 
at Buckingham gave orders’ that 
Frank Kirnan, chief of police, Bailiff 
Cummings ,Picard Engram and War- 
ner, the latter now dead, special con- 
stables, be sent befere the eriminal 
court for killing Thomas Belanger 
and F. Theriault; and that Alexande, 
and Albert MacLaren, of Buckingham, 
were also guilty for their deaths in 
bringing these men to town and 
should also go before the criminal 
court; also that Hamelin, Charrlot, 
Ciement, Croleia and many others 
were guilty for accompanying these 
inen and should go before the court..

(From ‘Canada"’) 

Through the adoption of irrigation in 
(he southern part of the Province o° 
Alberta is but of recent date, its intro- 
(uction is enabling the settlers of that 
part to undertake mixed farming with 
success. For many years stock-raising 
was the chief occupation cf the resi- 
dents in southern Alberta, the coun- 
try having been found specialiy adapt- 
“d to the outdoor grazing cf cattle, 
horses ahd sheep. By degrees, how- 
ever, small amounis of cultivation were 
undertaken, especially along the val- 
leys and on the bottom lands, and the 
fact proved that the country, during 
Seasons of sufficient rainfall was well 
adapted to the growth of grain, fodder, 
and root crops. 


A series of dry years commencing in 
1893,t urned the attention of settlers 
to the possibility of aiding the growth 
oft their crops by irrigution, and such 
effort where ditches were ccnstructed 
to irrigate small areas in the valleys, 
th: t general attention was directed to 
this method of extending settlement and 
insuring crop production. 


The matier was taken up by the 
government and a_ well considered and 
comprehensive law relating to theuse 
of water for irrigation has been passed. 
A system of general surveys was then 
undertaken to determine the source and 
volume of the water supply availabie 
for irrigation, and the location of areas 
where such water could be used to the 
best advantage. These surveys devel- 
oped the fact that two extensive areas 
afforded special advantages for irriga- 
tion, one situated in the Lethbridge dis- 
trict, which could be supplied with wa- 
ter from the St. Mary’s River, and the 
second a large block of land east of 
Calgary, which could be supplied with 
water from the Bow River. The irri- 
gation of the latter district has been 
taken over by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, and is now being pushed for- 
ward with energy, 


The area ineluded in the project com- 
prises a block of three million acres, 
east of Calgary, along the main line o7 
the company’s railway. The soil 
throughout the whole block is excel- 
lent, with heavy black loam or a clay 
subsoil in the western portion, and a} 
lighter sandy loam with good subsoil | 
in the more easteriy parts. The whole 
block produces a mcst luxuriani 
growth of nutritious grasses, and the 
natural grazing is such as to provide 
pasture for horscs, caitle, and sheep 
throughout the whole year. The 
mate is as gcol as the groun) is {ert le 
Southern Alberta with its elevation of 
from 1,400 feet to 3,400 feet above sea 
level has a clear dry atmosphere, and 
an almost continual sunshiné, with 
mild winters and cool nights.

GAS WELL AT LACOMBE 

Lacombe Globe: While boring for wa- 
ter near Craik, B. F. Browning struck 
a gas well at a dopth of 203 feet.
